Donald W. McNemar resigned 
as headmaster of Phillips Acade- 
my Tuesday night, effective in 
June of 1994. 

Mr. McNemar, headmaster at 
the school for 12 years, 
announced his decision to step 
down in an address to faculty 
and students at cochran Chapel.

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Flanagin won't sue over Collins Center debacle

The School Com- 
mittee won’t be tak- 
en to court by the 
New Hampshire 
entertainment firm 
that negotiated for 
almost nine months 
to bring shows to the 
J. Everett Collins 
Center for the Per- 
forming Arts. 


Michael Flanagin, 
who along with his 
partner, David Jenk- 
ins, operate Flanagin 
Associates, said he 
no longer wants any- 
thing to do with the 
Collins Center, 


“We are not going 
to pursue it in court. 
We aren’t going to 
waste one more iota 
of time on this,” Mr. 
Flanagin told the 
Townsman earlier 
this week, 


Since last sum- 
mer, Mr. Flanagin 
has worked with the 
School Committee to 
make arrangements 
to bring shows to the 


facility. The Collins 
Center seats 1,250 
people and _ also 
serves as the audito- 
rium for Andover 
High School. 


The Collins Cen- 
ter has been closed to 
professional shows 
since 1990, when the 
non-profit Andover 
Endowment for the 
Arts went bankrupt 
and the group dis- 
solved. 


Flanagin Associ- 
ates was chosen from 
a field of a dozen or 
so candidates late 
last fall to bring pro- 
fessional entertain- 
ment to the Collins 
Center, manage 
scheduling around 
high school events 
and provide some 
technical training 
for students, The 
committee told Mr. 
Flanagin it could not 
pay the $100,000 man- 
agement salary he 
and his partner 
wanted for one 
year’s work. 


Mr. Flanagin 
returned to the com- 
mittee with a scaled- 
down proposal, offer- 
ing to put on four 
shows by Nov. 30 for 
a $10,000 manage- 
ment fee. An agree- 
ment was reached in 
which the committee 
would get its money 
back from income 
made by Flanagin 
Associates bringing 
shows to the center. 
That contract fell 
through in February, 
when the search pro- 
cess was questioned 
and ruled illegal by 
the state’s inspector 
general. 


The committee 
conducted another 
search and again 
chose Flanagin Asso- 
ciates, which 
reduced its manage- 
ment fee by one dol- 
lar so it would not be 
subject to stricter 
state regulations.

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In the Andover public schools: 
Instrumental music to suffer cuts 


By Lisa Boudreau 

User fees for music lessons as well as for 
athletics and other extracurricular activities 
will be debated by the School Committee at 
its next meeting Tuesday, April 27, at 7:30 
p.m. in the school office building at Whittier 
Court. 

Parents would pay 

At recent committee meetings, parents of 
musicians told school officials that they’d be 
willing to pay a fee to keep an instrumental 
music teacher on staff. 

That non-tenured teacher, Stephen Liv- 
ingston, who is an instrumental teacher and 
who also directs the AHS band, is scheduled 
to be cut at the end of this school year 
because a tenured vocal teacher, Pamela 
Closson, is returning to the system next fall 
after taking a non-paid two-year leave of 
absence to finish master’s certification 
courses. Ms. Closson is not trained to teach 
instrumental music. 

(See editorial on page 38 and letter on page 
40 about the proposed cuts.) 

Understaffed instrumental program 

The personnel shift will leave the instru- 
mental music department understaffed. The 
beginner instrumental lessons program at 
the elementary level and the high school 
marching band will be affected. 

The change will leave just two instrumen- 
tal music teachers for the entire school sys- 
tem. Those teachers instruct beginner 
lessons in grades four and five, as well as 
teach and conduct band practice at the mid- 
dle schools and at Andover High School. 

Currently there are 453 students from 
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The School Committee will discuss user fees 
for music lessons, and other activities, at its 


next meeting, Tuesday, April 27, at 7:30 p.m. 


grades four through 12 who par- 
ticipate in the instrumental 
music programs. There is one 
string teacher to conduct lessons 
and ensembles for 213 students 
from grades three through 12. 

Cancel beginner lessons? 

No final decision has been 
made, but without enough 
instrumental teachers, the 
administration may cancel 
beginner lessons and the admin- 
istration is considering reducing 
the number of instrumental 
music classes at the secondary 
level. In addition, the number of 
days band practice is available at 
the high school could be cut from 
the current five days to just three 
days a week, said Diana Kolben, 
coordinator of fine arts for the 
public schools. 

It’s a one-year problem 

Ms. Kolben said the problem 
in instrumental music will last 
just one year because the follow- 
ing year, '94-’95, another vocal 
teacher is scheduled to retire and 
the school system plans to fill 
that vacancy with an instrumen- 
tal teacher. 

Certification problem 

In Massachusetts, a music 

teacher is certified to teach 


music K-12, explained Ms. Kol- 


ben. If there were two types of 


music certification — for instru- 
mental K-12, and separately for 
vocal K-12, the problem the 
Andover system finds itself in 
for next year would not have 
occurred. 
User fees 

To save the instrumental 
music position, the committee is 
considering a user fee of perhaps 
$35 and no more than $50 per 
family for one year to fund the 
$24,000 salary. At Monday’s 
Town Meeting, town officials 
said they expect to receive (in 
July) more state aid than they 
had expected, and some of that 
would be added to the schools’ 
budget. Superintendent Mark 
McQuillan said at Town Meeting 
that perhaps learning specialists, 
who have been cut from next 
school year’s budget, might be 
returned afterall, if more state 
aid than anticipated comes 
Andover’s way. The music bud- 
get wasn’t mentioned Monday. 

The Andover High School 
marching band, color guard and 


jazz band have all received top

arta Hornidge of Andover will 
speak about “felucca-ing on 
the Nile” for “Tea at Three” at 


Andover Books and Prints on Sunday, 
April 18. 

A “felucca” is an open boat with one 
sail, no motor and a long history as 
standard transportation for those who 
travel the Nile River in Egypt. Seven 
summers ago, Ms. Hornidge and her 
husband, Dick, spent five days aboard 
one of the 25-foot native boats while 
voyaging from Aswan to Luxor. 

During the past 15 summers, the 
Hornidges have picked their way along 
many of the world’s lesser-traveled 
paths. They have kayaked in Alaska 
and trekked the Himalayas. They have 
even watched as a stray lion poked into 
their tent in Africa. 

On these adventure vacations, says 
Ms. Hornidge, the couple’s formula is 
to “do the touristy thing, then you do 
something different to get you in touch 
with the people.” 

In Egypt, the felucca voyage brought 
them “in touch” with a native captain 
and his helper (feluccas have very 
small crews) who manned the sail, the 
heavy wooden tiller and the little

portable stove with its ever-boiling 
teapot. On shore, they often found 
themselves “in touch” with nature and 
once, with a gaggle of school children, 


who wanted to practice speaking 
English with them while attending to 
various personal tasks among the 
weeds and reeds (feluccas do not have 


bathrooms). 

Most of all, they were in constant 
(and literal) “touch” with their fellow 
travelers — two friends, the friends’ two 
friends and two nurses from Ireland — 
when they ail stretched out on the deck 
at night to sleep (feluccas do not have 
separate sleeping quarters). Even with 
the proximity of so many other sleep- 
ing-bagged bodies, however, Ms. 
Hornidge reports, “I was always cold. I 
couldn’t sleep, I was so cold.” 

Although the nights were frosty, 
days on the Nile often reached 100 
degrees. “We were actually in the 
desert,” she says, adding that the fer- 
tile banks along the river were in 
places only yards away from the sand. 

“Tea at Three” at Andover Books 
and Prints, 68 Park St., is served from 3 
to 4 p.m. on Sundays in the shop or, 
weather permitting, in the outside gar- 
den.

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Franz Schneider 
PA alumnus, long career 


as corporate director 

Franz Schneider, 105, of Key 
Largo, Fla. died Friday, April 9, 
of complications from recent hip 
replacement surgery. 

Mr. Schneider was the oldest 
living alumnus of both Phillips 
Academy and the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. 

He was active in business and 
as an investor until his death. He 
had a long career as a corporate 
director and in finance, after ini- 
tially working in public health. 
He also served the United States 
government during both world 
wars. 

Mr. Schneider was the third 
in a line of Austrians to bear that 
name. 

His mother, Elizabeth 
Sweeney, was a member of a suc- 
cessful Irish immigrant family in 
Lawrence, where he was born. 

After being tutored in mathe- 
matics by a young teacher — 
Robert Frost, who later became a 
famous poet, he attended 
Phillips Academy and graduated 
in 1904. He received bachelor’s 
and master’s degrees in 1910 
from M.L.T. 

After several years of teaching 
in the biology department at 
M.LT., Mr. Schneider embarked 
on a career in public health, first 
as a health officer for towns such 
as Wellesley, and then at the Rus- 
sell Sage Foundation in New 
York, starting in 1913. His work 
there took him around the coun- 
try addressing public health 
problems by applying the new 
science of bacteriology. 

When the United States 
entered World War I, he followed 
his boss, Dean Gay, to Washing- 
ton where he received a commis- 
sion as a captain, and later 
major, in the Army. His efforts 
during the war were focused on 
the allocation of merchant ship- 
ping in order to deliver Ameri- 
can soldiers and materiel to 
Europe. In 1929, he was on the 
staff of experts appointed by the 
Reparations Commission. 

After the war Mr. Schneider 
pursued a career in finance, tak- 
ing a position as head of the 
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research department at Ameri- 
can International Corporation in 
1919 and in 1920 as assistant to 
the president of First Securities 
Corporation. 

He became the financial editor 
of the New York Evening Post in 
1921 and in 1924 he became the 
financial editor of the 
Philadelphia Public Ledger. In 
1925 Mr. Schneider moved to the 
New York Sun where he was the 
financial editor and also general 
manager of Munsey’s Publica- 
tions. During the 1920s, he was 
an American correspondent for 
the Economist of London and was 
a columnist in the inaugural edi- 
tion of Fortune magazine. 

In 1930 Mr. Schneider became 
vice president of Newmont Min- 
ing Corporation, which had been 
the personal holding company 
for William Boyce Thompson, 
who had died a year earlier. Mr. 
Thompson was considered by 
many to be one of the nation’s 
great mining entrepreneurs. 
From 1931 to 1947, Mr. Schneider 
was one of three members of 
Newmont’s management, called 
the “three-headed dog,” which 
ran the firm. 

He was on Newmont’s board 
of directors until 1963 and was 
also chairman of the executive 
committee from 1931 to 1953. Mr. 
Schneider also served on the 
boards of directors of a number 
of corporations in which New- 
mont had substantial portfolio 
holdings, including Continental 
Oil Company and Phelps Dodge 
Corporation, having served on 
both boards for more than 40 
years. An advisory director of 
Phelps Dodge until his death, he 
had attended board meetings as 
recently as this past December. 

During World War II, Mr. 
Schneider was called to Wash- 
ington once again to supervise 
the allocation of merchant ship- 
ping as associate deputy admin- 
istrator of the War Shipping 
Administration for two years, In 
that capacity, he attended the 
Cairo and Teheran Conferences 
of the Allies. In 1944 he became a 
special assistant to James F. 
Byrnes, director of the Office of 
War Mobilization and Recon- 
struction and also known as the 
“assistant president.” After the 
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war, he served as a consultant to the Depart- 
ment of State from 1945 to 1947. He was also 
involved in a number of task forces for vari- 
ous Senate committees studying the organi- 
zation of the then new Department of Defense 
and other national security matters. He also 
did work for the Hoover Commission 
between 1948 and 1954. In 1947 he was pre- 
sented the Presidential Certificate of Merit 
by James Forrestal. 

Mr. Schneider was involved in the startup 
of a number of corporations, particularly in 
the nascent natural gas industry. In the 1950s 
he joined the board of directors of Canadian 
Export Gas & Oil, El Paso Natural Gas Com- 
pany, Equitable Resources, Pacific North- 
west Pipeline, Piedmont Natural Gas, South- 
ern Nitrogen and Transcontinental Gas 
Pipeline. He also served on the board of Air- 
craft Radio Corporation until its acquisition 
by Cessna Aircraft, which he negotiated. 

Mr. Schneider was also active in finance, 
serving as a director of the New York Federal 
Reserve Bank during the 1950s and as a 
trustee of the Mutual Life Insurance Compa- 
ny for 24 years, where he also served on the 
finance committee. 

He was also a founding director of The 
Chemical Fund from 1938 and The Eberstadt 
Fund from 1967, as well as serving for many 
years on the board of the Colonial Growth 
Shares mutual fund in Boston. Mr. Schneider 
also served for many years as a trustee of 
Long Island University and on the board of 
directors, and for a time, president of The 
Academy of Political Science at Columbia 
University. 

Mr. Schneider had lived in Oyster Bay 
since 1936. During the last two decades he 
spent the winter months in Key Largo. An 
active yachtsman all his life, for 40 years Mr. 
Schneider had enjoyed sailing his 52-foot 
yawl “Hutoka” with his family and friends. 
At the time of his death, Mr. Schneider was a 
member of the New York Yacht Club, Piping 
Rock Club and Sky Club in New York and the 
Key Largo Anglers Club and Ocean Reef Club 
in Florida. Previously, he had been a mem- 
ber of the Cotton Bay Club in Eleuthera, 
Bahamas, and the Seawanhaka Corinthian 
Yacht Club and the University Club in New 
York. 

Family members include daughters, Eliza- 
beth Miller and Jane Occhuito of Oyster Bay, 
N.Y., Timothea Larr of New York City, 
Katherine Jones of Frederick, Md., and Ann 
Wilson of London; son, Franz Schneider Jr. 
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of Marblehead; 12 grandchildren; and three 
great-grandchildren. 

Mr. Schneider was married in 1921 to 
Alice Carroll, sister of the producer of Earl 
Carroll’s Vanities. Following her death, he 
married Elizabeth Burns in 1936, who died 
three years ago.

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Debating the state education reform bill

State representatives and sen- 
ators are scheduled to meet 
today, Thursday, to continue dis- 
cussions on the education reform 
bill. 

“The sticking point appears to 
be school choice,” said Rep. Gary 


Coon, R-Andover, a member of 


the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. 

The bill is now in the Senate- 
House Conference Committee 
where legislators are debating 
the two versions of the bill in an 
attempt to reach a compromise. 

Rep. Coon said the committee 
has met two times and has only 
discussed the school choice 
issue. The Senate version would 


more money from the state than 
in the House version, said Rep. 
Coon. 

According to Senator John 
O’Brien, D-Andover, the town 
would have to add $7,000 to its 
school budget next year to reach 
a “foundation level,” but would 
then be eligible to receive at least 
$243,000 in state aid. Mark 
McQuillan, Andover’s superin- 
tendent of schools, said he 
believes the state may come up 
with more money for the town if 
some proposed revisions in the 
bill are approved. 

“The financial picture looks 
promising,” he said. 

Dr. McQuillan believes 
Andover could receive as much

make school choice mandatory, 
Rep. Coon said. 

“The Senate version would 
make spaces available under cer- 
tain circumstances, such as 
space availability, but some of it 
is unclear,” he added. 

Rep. Coon supports some form 
of school choice because he 
believes it will force some school 
systems to improve to remain 
competitive. But Rep. Coon said 
he hopes there’s room for com- 
promise between the Senate’s 
mandatory choice package and 
no choice at all. 

The drawback of mandatory 
choice, he said, is that enroll- 
ments could soar in some school 
systems and class sizes could 
become too large. 

“It’s my guess that Andover 


would be on the receiving end of 


the school choice. I wouldn’t 
think that we would have a mass 
exodus of students,” Rep. Coon 
said. 

In the Senate version of the 
bill, Andover would receive

as $492,000 in state aid in July. 

He believes the House-spon- 
sored amendment — allowing 
school boards to chose whether 
to participate in school choice — 
would be best for Andover. 

When the issue of school 
choice came up in the summer of 
91, the School Committee voted 
not to participate, he said. 

Under the Senate version, the 
state would determine what each 
school system’s foundation bud- 
get is by using a formula based 
on several factors, including the 
number of students in each class, 
property values and assessments 
each system pays for students 
attending regional schools. 

“The idea is for cities and 
towns to join a partnership with 
the state to get all school systems 
on a level playing field,” said 
Senator O’Brien. 

Adding $7,000 to the school 
budget from tax revenue is a 
“reasonable” amount to ask, said 
Senator O’Brien. Still, he’s con- 
cerned because the amount 
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Andover would be mandated 
to add to its budget to comply 
with the Senate version dur- 
ing the next six years is 
unclear. 

Some of the other reform 
issues scheduled to be dis- 
cussed by the House-Senate 
Conference Committee are 
eliminating the current 
tenure law, limiting “bump- 
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ing” rights of teachers with 
seniority, pursing an early- 
retirement program for 
teachers, limiting bureaucra- 
cy in school systems and cre- 
ating incentives for encour- 
aging more autonomy and 
accountability for school 
principals. 

If legislators at the House- 
Senate Conference Commit- 
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tee can’t reach an agreement 
on the school choice issue, 
the bill may never get out of 
conference. 

“T understand that this is 
the only issue they dis- 
cussed. They’ve determined 
that if they can’t get beyond 
that major stumbling block 
they aren’t going to get any- 
where,” said Rep. Coon. 
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Greater Lawrence Mental Health Cen- 
ter. 

Hotel employees are meeting with 
counselors in groups, she said, and the 
staff has also received support from 
hotel guests and the Andover commu- 
nity.

According to Andover Police Sgt. 
Kevin Winters, who conducted the 
investigation, Winston and George 
were swimming in the pool shortly 
before 10 p.m. while members of the 
tour group were registering at the 
hotel’s front desk. He said the two boys 
were in the deep end of the pool when 
George, who was on the pool deck, saw 
they were in trouble. 

Sgt. Winters, who interviewed fami- 
ly members after the accident, said 
George could not swim and knew his 
brothers could not swim, but jumped 
into the pool anyway and attempted to 
help. 

An 11-year-old member of the tour 
group, who was in the pool area, 
watched the three brothers in the pool. 
The boy yelled to the three, “Stop fool- 
ing around,” said Sgt. Winters, but 
quickly realized that the three brothers 
were in trouble. Sgt. Winters said the 
boy threw a ring buoy into the pool and 
went for help. 


According to police officials, the 
pool area is marked clearly with signs 
warning guests that there is not a life- 
guard on duty and children younger 
than 14 are not allowed to swim with- 
out adult supervision. The pool’s shal- 
low and deep ends also are clearly 
marked on the deck surface, and the 
shallow and deep ends are separated by 
a rope. 

According to Sgt. Winters, who con- 
ducted the investigation, the hotel pool 
was sufficiently marked. 

“There appears to be nothing crimi- 
nal here. We are not looking at safety

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Andover High School 

The Andover public schools do not 
have a swimming requirement for 
graduation. Dick Bourdelais, the 
schools’ physical education director, 
said he’d like to add a swimming com- 
ponent to Andover High School’s 
physical education curriculum, but 
it’s “not feasible” because the high 
school does not have a pool. 

“It’s a great idea and it would be a 
worthwhile endeavor, but the basic 
reason we haven't done it is because 
we don’t have a facility on campus,” 
said Mr. Bourdelais. 

The Greater Lawrence Technical 
School on River Road has an indoor 
pool and the Andover High girls and 
boys swim teams practice and com- 
pete there. Mr. Bourdelais said trans- 
porting Andover high students to and 
from the Tech pool during the school 
day is impractical. 

“Another problem would be moni- 
toring the program. We couldn’t ask 


violations,” he said. 

The first adult to arrive at the pool 
was Philip Russo, the hotel’s director 
of food and beverage service, said Sgt. 
Winters. Mr. Russo jumped into the 
pool and with the help of two hotel 
employees pulled the three teens onto 
the pool deck one by one. 

Andover police and fire dispatchers 
received a call from the hotel at 10:08 
p.m. Police and fire officials arrived at 
the pool at 10:12 p.m., said Sgt. Winters. 

Police Officer Harry Collins was the 
first to arrive. He began cardiopul- 
monary resuscitation on one of the 
teens. Sgt. Winters and Detective 
James Haggerty, who arrived minutes 
after Officer Collins, began CPR on the 
other two. 

Sgt. Winters said the hotel employ- 
ees appeared to be doing an “old resus- 
citation method” similar to pumping 
drowning victims’ arms. 

“There was no CPR as (safety offi- 
cials) know how to do it and are 
trained,” said Sgt. Winters. 

“We don’t know how long they were 
in the water,” he said. 

The response to the call included 
seven Andover police officers, two 
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Ramada offers employees crisis counseling

the Tech staff to teach Andover high 
kids. I just don’t know how we would 
do it during the day,” he said. 
Andover high students may not 
have to take swim classes, but they 
are required to take an introductory 
cardiopulmonary resuscitation class, 
said Brenda O’Brien, coordinator of 
the public schools’ health programs. 
According to Ms. O’Brien, the CPR 
classes are taught along American 
Red Cross guidelines, but students do 
not receive Red Cross certification. 
Rescue breathing techniques are 
taught as part of the high school’s 
basic first aid unit. There is not 
enough time during the health unit to 
teach Red Cross certified CPR, she 
said. The basic first aid unit covers 
introductory rescue breathing and 
CPR techniques, as well as bleeding 
control, minor burn treatment and 
how to assess and respond to emergen- 
cies and where to get help, she said.

Cardiopulmonary resuscitation 
(CPR) courses are taught throughout 
the year by the Merrimack Valley 
Red Cross at various locations.

Andover ambulance crews consisting 
of two emergency medical technicians 
each, one ambulance crew from 
Tewskbury, Andover Fire Department 
personnel and a paramedic unit from 
Lawrence General Hospital and anoth- 
er from Lowell. 

The response “was orderly. Every- 
one knew what they had to do. Deputy 
Fire Chief Wright coordinated the 
treatment,” said Sgt. Winters.

Andover, there is a swimming 
requirement for graduation. Brooks is 
a private secondary school. It has an 
outdoor pool. 

CPR is offered to students, but it is 
not mandatory, said Dan Rorke, the 
school’s athletic director. The school 
requires all new students to take a test 
to determine who can swim, he said, 
and that information is then given to 
the school’s water sports coaches.

leaving out that section could be inter- 
preted as a restriction on the first 
amendment right of free speech, 
according to Mr. Urbelis. The attorney 
general has been watching first amend- 
ment restrictions very closely lately 
and the absence of the section on issue- 
oriented signs could cause the AG to 
throw out the entire amendment, 
according to Mr, Urbelis. 

It will probably be two or three 
months before the AG makes a ruling, 
and until he does, the amendment 
approved Monday night allows candi- 
dates to post political signs for the first 
time in town. That may be a moot point 
since the next elections in town aren't 
until March of 1994. 

Karen Courtney, chairwoman of the 
Andover Democratic Town Committee, 
said the amendment could have one 
big effect on future campaigns. 

“Tt will certainly increase the cost,” 
she said. “Signs cost money, then they 
get rained on or torn down. So they can 
run into some money.” 

Even if a candidate doesn’t want to 
use signs, he or she can be forced into 
using them if opponents do, Most 
would rather avoid the expense, she 
said. 

But the signs may not catch on in 
Andover, where people are used to not 
having them and voters are educated.

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Recreation nixed, $1M for 
conservation approved

Voters at Town Meeting Tuesday 
night approved borrowing $1 million 
to purchase conservation land but 
turned down a proposal for $1 million 
to build or refurbish recreational facil- 
ities. 

In the last vote of the 1993 Town 
Meeting, voters overwhelmingly 
approved, by a vote of 322-11, borrow- 
ing $1 million during the next two to 
five years for purchase of conservation 
land and open space. 

Bob Pustell, chairman of the Con- 
servation Committee, pleaded his case 
to voters, saying the money would 
enable town officials to negotiate with 
land owners interested in selling their 
land to the town. The land purchases 
are needed to preserve the Fish Brook 
and Haggetts Pond watersheds, he 
said, as well as to link the town’s 
greenspaces and save important 
parcels of undeveloped land in grow- 
ing neighborhoods. 

Bob McQuade, public works direc- 
tor, supported the article, saying that 
acquisition of conservation land was 
the best and cheapest way to protect 
the town’s water supply. 

Judith Chupasko, of 323 Lowell St., 
also a ConsCom member, made an 
impassioned plea “as a biologist and a 
concerned resident” for people to 
remember their place in the environ- 
ment. All too often humans see them- 
selves as above the environment and 
nature, “but we are a part of the envi- 
ronment,” she said. 

Mr, Pustell said the town does have 
parcels of land it is looking at purchas- 
ing and will begin negotiations on 
those immediately. But it is difficult to 
predict the impact of the article on the 
tax rate because the money will only 
be borrowed as it is needed. If all the 
money was spent by fiscal 95, which is 
highly unlikely, and the bond interest 
rate was 6.3 percent, the average tax

bill would increase by $118 total, 
spread over 10 years, according to fig- 
ures from the Andover Trails Commit- 
tee. Buzz Stapezynski, town manager, 
said borrowing the $1 million could 
add about $160,000 to the budget the 
first year. 

Rec article denied 

A separate request to borrow $1 mil- 
lion to purchase and repair 
recreational facilities in town was 
turned down by voters almost as over- 
whelmingly as the conservation arti- 
cle was approved. The bond article 
needed to be approved by a two-thirds 
vote and it wasn’t even close enough to 
bother to count. 

The proposal included $300,000 to 
construct or make improvements to 
ball fields, $73,000 to reconstruct the 
track at Lovely Field, $160,000 to refur- 
bish tennis courts, $250,000 for paving 
parking lots and driveways at schools 
and Spring Grove Cemetery, and 
$100,000 to rebuild a fence at Wood 
Memorial Park in Shawsheen Square. 
An additional $100,000 was earmarked 
to be used for seed money or as match- 
ing funds for neighborhood projects. 

The FinCom recommended against 
the article, saying that it did not con- 
tain specific plans or cost estimates, 
was not contained within the budget 
and did not provide sufficient analysis. 

“None of these are true for Article 
40,” said Joanne Marden, FinCom 
member. “We see these projects as 
kind of a mixed bag.” 

While the FinCom recognized some 
of the projects as worthy, it would 
have preferred to deal with them one 
at a time instead of lumped into one 
article, Ms. Marden said. And some 
projects, such as the repaving, should 
probably not have been included in a 
bond article, she said. She added that 
the board couldn’t see building new 
fields when there isn’t even a plan or

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Private water article fails 


Feelings run high over who's 
to pay for residents’ water

Some of the most impassioned 
addresses at Town Meeting were made 
Tuesday evening for and against hav- 
ing the town spend $395,000 to provide 
town water to a limited number of resi- 
dences in the Jenkins Road, Salem 
Street and Wagonwheel Road neighbor- 
hoods. The article failed, but for almost 
an hour residents and town officials 
attempted to sway voters to their side. 

Jim Hadad, of 26 Jenkins Road, said 
it was a matter of “life and property” 
that voters approve the article. Without 
town water, he said, residents in that 
area have less fire protection than oth- 
er people in town. 

This was not the first time an article 
to provide town water in that neighbor- 
hood was voted down at Town Meeting. 
Past articles have proposed that resi- 
dents, who would receive water from 
the new pipes, would fund the project, 
not all the town’s taxpayers. People 
receiving the water would pay the town 
betterment fees over a period of 20 
years. The fees traditionally are based 
on the length of property along which 
the pipes are laid. 

John Marshall, of 15 Jenkins Road, 
one of the petitioners, said the article 
was rewritten to have the town pay for 
the water pipes this year, because the 
previous format residents paying 
had failed. He said town finance offi- 
cials told him the average increase for 
homeowners in town, should all taxpay- 
ers foot the bill, would be “$5 more per 


year on their water bills for 10 years,” if 


the article passed. 

Selectman Gerald Silverman said “it 
is with a heavy heart that the select- 
men vote no.” 

Mr. Silverman said he voted for the 
article last year, because the project 
would have been paid for by the home- 
owners who received the service. 

Ann O'Neal, of 350 Salem St., said 
her husband spoke against the article 
last year because they could not pay the 
betterment fees. 

“My husband spoke against better- 
ments last year. He died a few weeks 


ago and now | am here to speak for this 
article. It is the only way we are going 
to be able to get water out there. I 
couldn’t pay a $17,000 betterment when 
he was alive and I certainly can’t pay it 
as a widow,” she said. 

“T haven’t had children in the school, 
system in the past 30 years, but I have 
never complained about paying taxes - 
the majority of which go for the 
schools. I’d like you to keep the older 
people, like me, in mind when you 
vote,” Mrs. O'Neal said. 

Pam Thornton, of 140 Jenkins Road, 
agreed that many of the people in her 
neighborhood are retired and cannot 
afford to pay betterment fees. 

“We have got to get around (better- 
ments). We pay the high tax rate just 
like everyone else and we have a right 
to have water,” she said. 

Margaret Keck, of 52 Harold Parker 
Road, said the project should be funded 
by the people who receive water from 
the new pipes. She said approving the 
article would set a “dangerous prece- 
dent.” 

“People who live in this section of 
town don’t have water. It is something 
you know when you buy the property. 
People have said it is a fire hazard, so 
you have to be exceedingly careful,” 
Ms. Keck said. 

Karen Marshall, of 15 Jenkins Road, 
one of the homeowners who doesn't 
have town water, said the article is a 
last resort. t 

“We don’t have any other way to g0,” 
she said. 

Some people said that betterments 
should be based on something other 
than property frontage. Perhaps better- 
ments should be per household, or 
based on the amount of property taxes, 
some said. 


Following almost one hour of debate 
Town Moderator James Doherty called 
for a vote. The article failed to receive 
the needed two-thirds majority. 

“See you next year,” shouted Mr, 
Marshall, who received a small round’ 
of applause from fellow supporters.

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Keep music 
in our ears 


There’s a problem in the public 
schools’ instrumental program brew- 
ing for next year that isn’t just tenure- 
propelled. It’s also certification-pro- 
pelled. 

Because a non-tenured teacher cur- 
rently is teaching instrumental pro- 
grams system-wide, as well as direct- 
ing the Andover High School band, 
and because a tenured music teacher 
who is not qualified to teach instru- 
mental programs is returning tc the 
system in the fall, the public schools 
will lose that non-tenured teacher and 
a large part of the instrumental music 
program. 

In this state, a music teacher is cer- 
tified to teach music, K-12. If there 
were two types of music certification, 
instrumental K-12 and vocal K-12, 
Andover wouldn’t be in the mess it 
faces for next year. Of course if teach- 
ers didn’t have tenure at all, the sys- 
tem would do what is best for the stu- 
dents. In this case, the system would 
fill in the staff where it needs filling, 
not where the tenure rules say the 
school system has to fill - with a teach- 
er who isn’t qualified to teach what 
needs teaching. 

Still, we believe there’s a way to 
save the instrumental music program 
as it exists for the year that it will be a 
problem. Since Assistant Superinten- 
dent Eileen Woods is stepping down, 
and the School Committee and super- 
intendent can re-work that job 
description, we suggest that job be 
part-time or even non-existant for a 
year and the money saved be spent to 
ensure music in the schools remain 
vital and fully-staffed. 

If you were one of the lucky 200 who 
attended a jazz concert at the Collins 
Center Saturday, of college-student 
musicians, threé of whom received 
their early music training in the 
Andover schools, you would have had 
first-hand proof that music in the 
Andover public schools is important, 
vital and effective. Some students 
aren’t academic or athletic, but they 
are turned on by fine arts - a very 
important facet of the schools, If we 
cut instrumental music for the begin- 
ner fourth- and fifth-graders next year, 
chances are the instrumental music 
programs at the middle- and high- 
school levels will suffer in a few years. 

Ask the School Committee to contin- 
ue to fund instrumental music at its 
current level.

Everyone needs to know how to swim

The tragic swimming accident 
that took the lives of three brothers 
at the Ramada Hotel Rolling Green 
last week reminded me of why I 
finally learned to swim at 22 years 
old. 

I was spending the summer work- 
ing as a 
mainte- 
nance man 
at a motel 
on Cape 
Cod before 
heading 


back to 
school for 


my junior 
year at the 
University 
of Mas- . 

sachusetts at Amherst. The motel 
was right on the beach looking out 
on Nantucket Sound, and the owner 
had allowed a local sailboat company 
to rent boats off our beach. I had got- 
ten to know Woody, the sailing 
instructor, and one afternoon, it 
must have been late August, he 
asked me if I wanted to try out a new 
sailboat, a Laser, that had just been 
delivered that day. It looked like the 
small one-person Sunfish and Sail- 
fish boats I’d sailed before, so I said 
sure, pulled the boat out into the 
waves, and headed off. 


The sun was blazing, the wind 
picked up a bit as I got away from the 
beach and soon I was zipping out 
toward Monomoy Island in the dis- 
tance. When I passed a large red 
channel marker I looked back and 
realized I had gone much farther out 
than I thought, and was now about a 


mile off shore. I turned the nose of 


the boat into the wind to come 
around, but it faltered, the wind 
caught me sideways and the boat 
capsized, dumping me into the water. 
A bit surprised, I climbed back 
aboard and righted the boat. Still 
headed off shore, I picked up more 
speed this time and again attempted 
to bring her about, only to find 
myself again in the drink. Back on 
board for the third time, I noticed the 
waves had built to about four feet 
and the white spray was now blow- 
ing from the top of one wave to the 
next. I also realized that in my haste 
I had forgotten to put a life vest on or 
even a flotation belt around my 
waist. And I could see that I was now 
headed into the channel between 
Monomoy Island and the mainland. 
Outside that channel was the open 
ocean, and I didn’t want to think 
about what was beyond that. 
Determined to muscle that damn 
little boat around, I filled the sail 
with wind until the boat was nearly 
flying, then flipped the rudder hard. 


The boat started around beautifully, 
faltered and again threw me over- 
board. But this time the boat didn’t 
capsize. As my head came out of the 
water, I saw the sail fill with wind, 
and my stomach panged as I saw the 
hull begin to slip away from me. 

How much actually went through 
my mind in that split second I don’t 
know. Whether I regretted putting 
my foot on a rock during a childhood 
swim class when I was supposed to 
be learning to tread water, I'll never 
know. Or whether I was angry at 
myself for accepting the premature 
adulation of my parents because I 
would dive right in and swim across 
a pool, when I knew I couldn’t save 
myself and panicked in open water 
over my head, I’ll not know that, 
either. 

What I do remember is hearing a 
hiss, which may have been my imag- 
ination, and seeing the rope trailing 
from the boat’s sail sliding through 
the water almost under my nose. I 
lunged onto the last two feet of it and 
held on for dear life. 

Instead of pulling myself on board 
this time I stayed in the water and 
pulled the nose of the little sailboat 
around and aimed it toward shore. 
Then I climbed aboard and all but 
lashed myself to the mast as the boat 
skimmed straight back to the beach I

Keeping

Editor, Townsman: 

The School Committee's decision to 
support Dr. McQuillan’s recommenda- 
tion that Shawsheen School remain 
“online” over the next 8-10 years was 
both sound and pragmatic. Dr. McQuil- 
lan’s recom- 
mendation 
illustrates his 
clear under- 
standing of 
the pulse of 
our communi- 
ty while bal- 
ancing the 
needs of our 
students. 

In an ideal 
world with 
unlimited 
capital dol- 
lars and a 
steadily-increasing operating budget, I 
believe Andover would support a new 
elementary school and a significant 
addition to the high school. However, 
given our present and anticipated 
future financial constraints, a declin- 
ing elementary population and the 
structural soundness of the Shawsheen 
school building, it was unrealistic (but 
perhaps idealistic) to expect a debt ser- 
vice exclusion override which included 
a new elementary school to pass. 

The present plan is pragmatic and 
comprehensive. The educational speci- 
fications will be revised to include a 
131-seat addition to South School while 
utilizing Shawsheen as an open enroll- 
ment school. However, any monies 
spent at Shawsheen should be done so 
cautiously and balanced against the 
needs of other buildings with a longer 
life span. 

Open enrollment will continue to 
work at Shawsheen’s K-2 Integrated 
Primary Program. Heading into its 
third year, the Integrated Primary Pro-

Why is it that, 
with only a handful of Jewish holidays 
to have to deal with, it seems that a test 
almost always falls on these days? It 
was my impression that you sent a 
directive to the teachers instructing 
them not to give tests during Passover 
and yet, tests are being given. The 
teachers obviously know that this is 
not an enforceable policy since they 
continue to ignore the directive. 

It is very difficult to teach your chil- 
dren to respect their religion and its 
traditions when the school system 
shows an apparent disregard for their | 
importance.

Here’s help with 
your VCR 


Editor, Townsman: 

The new channel assignments at Heritage 
Cablevision (CNBC, TBS, and QVC were 
shuffled) had me sitting down at my desk to 
adjust my VCR Plus+. It made me think that 
there may be many people who are intimi- 
dated by the 
device because 
the initial setup 
is so tricky. 

I have no 
financial interest, 
direct or indirect, 
in VCR Plus+. I’m 
merely a satisfied 
user. 

Few technolog- 
ical innovations 
have caused as 
much stress as 
programming a VCR. The VCR Plus+ 
promised to relieve much of the frustration. 
Programming a VCR would be nothing more 
than pressing a single number, found in 
many T'V listing, into a keypad. The VCR 
Plus+ also offered convenience to cable box 
users by automatically changing the channel 
between shows. 

Setting up a VCR Plus+, though, can prove 
even more trouble than programming the 
VCR. However, unlike a VCR which has to be 
programmed for every show, a VCR Plus+ 
has to be set up only once. While the instruc- 
tions are straight forward for the most part, a 
major complication arises when telling the 
VCR Plus+ just how broadcast channels are 
assigned to cable box channels. The problem 
occurs because of instances where, for tech-

nical reasons, an over-the-air channel such 
as 38 is known to the VCR Plus+ as channel 
14 and is carried on local cable as channel 8. 

The following list takes the worry out of 
setting up a VCR Plus+ for use with TCIl’s 
Heritage Cablevision. It reflects the channel 
shuffling that took place April 1 as part of the 
restructured fees. 

First, press the set CH key on the VCR 
Plus+. Enter the list, pressing Hnter after 
pair of numbers. When the entire list is 
entered, press Save. To verify that the num- 
bers have been entered properly, enter a few 
PlusCodes from the TV listings and make 
sure the proper cable box channel number 
appears in the VCR Plus+ display.

In the last 10 years major 
renovations were completed to the 
Oliver Wendell Holmes Library, Mck- 
een Hall and George Washington Hall. 
In the last 11 years the academy raised 
$102 million and its endowment tripled 
from $75 million to $232 million. 

During his tenure, Phillips received 
two of its largest single donations: $3.7 
million in 1990 from Richard Phelps, 
class of '46; and $5 million in 1992 from 
the Oscar Tang family. Mr. Tang was 
PA class of '56. The Tang donation was 
the largest single gift PA has ever 


received. 

A statement from the school 
acknowledged the increased diversity 
of PA’s multicultural community dur- 
ing Mr. McNemar’s tenure. 

“Nearly 25 percent of the student 
body are young men and women of col- 
or and international students repre- 
sent 39 countries. Forty percent of the 
students receive financial aid, with 10 
percent on full scholarships.The facul- 
ty of 229 includes 98 women and more 
than 40 men and women of color.” 

Mr. McNemar said Wednesday that 
he would like to stay in education, pos- 
sibly on the college or university level, 
or involved with an international gov- 
ernment program to develop curricu- 
lums overseas. 

He initiated the first United States 
secondary school exchange with the 


Novosibirsk Physics and Mathematics 
School in the former Soviet Union in 
1987. He also encouraged programs for 
students and faculty with schools and 
organizations in China, Senegal, South 
Africa, Mexico, the Ivory Coast and 
Japan. 

Mr. McNemar was named the 18th 
headmaster of PA in 1981. He came to 
Andover from Dartmouth College 
where he had been a professor of gov- 
ernment and associate dean of faculty 
for social sciences. An author and spe- 
cialist in international organizations 
and law, Mr. MceNemar graduated Phi 
Beta Kappa form Earlham College in 
Richmond, Ind., was a Danforth Fellow 
and Woodrow Wilson Scholar, and 
received a doctorate from Princeton 
University. 

Mr. McNemar closed his announce- 
ment to the school Tuesday night with 
a story about how hesitant he was to 
come to Andover when _ first 
approached about the headmaster’s 
job. 


“T wasn’t sure I wanted to come 
here. I had a stereotypic impression of 
independent/prep schools. I came to 
Andover from a very different place. I 
graduated from a public school in 
Xenia, Ohio. I had a paper route after 
school and belonged to the 4-H Club. I 
played the clarinet in the All-Ohio 
Boy’s Band. I had never been to Boston, 
eaten a lobster or seen a lacrosse game. 
I went to Earlham College, a small 
Quaker school in Indiana. 

“IT had never seen Andover until | 
came for the interview, although I 
must confess I did have one other 
opportunity to work at Andover. When 
I was a graduate student at Princeton, | 
applied for a teaching position at 
Andover, only to receive a rejection let- 
ter with the polite ending, “Perhaps 
you will think about Andover again in 
your career.”

Lt. Donald Mooers’ case is delayed ... AGAIN

The Lawrence Superior Court trial 
of former Andover police lieutenant 
Donald Mooers Jr. for six charges of 
incest was scheduled to start last Mon- 
day, April 12, but only he and two 
reporters showed up. 
. 


The judge scheduled to hear the 
case, Judge Margo Botsford, was there 
but was involved with another case. 


Neither Mr. Mooers’ attorney, Neil 
Hourihan, of Salem, nor the prosecu- 
tor, Assistant Essex County District 
Attorney David Duncan, showed at all. 

After waiting in the hallways for 


two hours, from 9 a.m. when his trial 
was scheduled to begin, until 11 a.m., a 
phone call was made to Mr. Duncan at 
his office in Salem, Mass. 

He said the case was supposed to 


have been continued at the request of 
Mr. Mooers’ attorney, because of 


“some psychiatric reports that are not 
completed,” and that Mr. Hourihan 
should have showed up to make that 
request. 

Mr. Duncan said he doesn’t know 
what the relevance of the psychiatric 
reports are. 


“T don’t know what the thurst of the 


defense is,” he said. 


Mr. Hourihan had requested a new 
court date of May 3, but the prosecutor 
learned Monday that that date would 
also not work because a prosecution 
witness would not be available. 

“T can’t tell you what the date will 
be,” Mr. Duncan said Monday. 


Steve O'Connell, spokesman for the 
district attorneys’s office, said Wednes- 
day that the next date for trial is likely 
to be around May 10. 


“Tt is held for trial not to start before 
May 3,” Mr. O'Connell said. 


“It’s more likely to start around May 
19,” said Mr. O'Connell. 


The trial was last scheduled to begin 
March 1, but was postponed because 
the courtroom was unavailable. His 
case has had 15 court dates in the 16 
months since Mr. Mooers’ arraignment 
on Jan. 6, 1992. 


Mr. Mooers, 51, of Hampton, N.EH., 
was a 23-year veteran of the Andover 
Police Department when he abruptly 
retired on Dec. 17, 1991, one day before 
he was secretly indicted on the six 
charges of incest. Mr. Mooers is free on 
his personal recognizance.

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Right now, gardens are giant blank canvases, 


ith winter finally over, think 
of your garden as a giant 
blank canvas awaiting the 


first splash of color. Painting the land- 
scape with annuals offers a limitless 
palette of hues, from rich purples and 
maroons to softer pastels and 
sunkissed whites.

New products protect young, grow 


s tall and strong as some trees 
A™ appear, they weren't 
lways that way. They once 
were young saplings struggling for sur- 
vival against the elements and, in 
many cases, man and his many 
machines. In recent years, lawn and 
garden manufacturers have sought 
ways to give young trees a fighting 
chance to ward off insects, disease and 
animals, as well as the ravages of 
winds and drought during the spring 
and summer months. 

Another goal has been to design 
products that physically protect grow- 
ing trees from damage caused by lawn 
mowers and string trimmers. As a 
result, a number of new products spe- 
cially created to meet these challenges 
are now available at local hardware 
stores and lawn and garden centers. 


Protecting young trees 

Damage from lawn mowers and 
string trimmers is the number one 
cause of young tree death. Newly-plant- 
ed trees and those only a year or two 
old do not have a thick bark to protect 
them, Consequently, cuts and gashes 
leave them vulnerable to insects and 
often-fatal fungal diseases. 

A simple solution to this situation is 
a new product called BarkGard. A plas- 
tic shield about eight inches high, 
BarkGard installs easily by coiling it 
around the tree and serves as a physi- 
cal barrier between the growing tree 
and trimmers and mowers. The prod- 
uct’s natural brown color reflects light 
away from the trunk and blends in well 
with developing bark. Specially- 
designed holes in the plastic enable the 
tree to “breathe.” 


Protecting the soil 
One way to guarantee healthy. tree 
growth is to make sure the soil around 


or to rock gardens. Still other annuals, 
including petunias, dianthus and 
stocks, fill the air with a delicate sweet 
scent offering fragrance as part of their 
allure. Even if gardening space is limit- 
ed, you can spruce up patios, decks and 
terraces by growing brightly-colored 
annuals in portable containers. 

There’s no mystery to growing beau- 
tiful flowering annuals. If you start 
with healthy bedding plants, as 
opposed to starting from seed, all that’s 
really left to do is improve the soil, pro- 
vide regular watering and pray for sun- 
ny days ahead. 


Improving the soil 

For best results, most annuals need 
soil that’s well-drained, loamy and full 
of organic material. If your soil is less 
than perfect, it can easily be amended 
by adding Peters Professional's Plant & 
Feed Potting Soil Plus Time Release 
Plant Food. This dark, rich potting soil 
is a blend of sphagnum peat moss, pro- 
cessed bark and horticultural-grade 
vermiculite, the ingredients flowering 
annuals need to retain moisture, devel- 


its roots is healthy. Homeowners and 
professional landscapers often create a 
well around a growing tree. This will 
ensure that the tree doesn’t compete 
with grass or weeds for vital nutrients 
and water. Begin by preparing the 
planting area. Depending on the size of 
the tree, the planting site should be at 
least six inches deep (or the depth of 
the root ball if planting a new tree) and 
amended with absorbent builder’s sand 
within two to five feet of the trunk. 
Strips of a landscape fabric should then 
be placed over the soil. Then, in a cir- 
cular pattern around the edges, lay 
bricks down to hold the fabric in place 
Cut away any excess fabric with a 
knife or scissors. 

Cover the fabric between the base of 
the tree and the bricks with a two- to 
three-inch layer of mulch, such as 
wood chips, stone or bark nuggets, The 
landscape fabric will effectively deter 
weeds while allowing plenty of air and 
water to the soil, which can then reach 
the tree’s roots. Also, fabrics help con- 
serve water and keep the soil cooler 
during the hot summer months, which 
will further enhance the tree’s chances 
for survival. 


Protecting tree roots 

Young trees, especially newly-plant- 
ed ones, can benefit from the added 
protection of staking. Staking helps 
trees establish strong roots by keeping 
them steady, even in strong winds, and 
by positioning them to grow upright. A 
new product called TreeStaKit is a 
complete staking package which 
includes reusable stakes, 21 feet of rope 
and a tree strap with eyelets that 
makes anchoring a tree up to three 
inches in diameter quick and easy. 
There are a number of staking meth- 
ods, so be sure to ask the advice of a 
local garden supplier to determine the 


op strong roots and ensure rapid 
growth. :

Choosing a site 

Some annuals tolerate shade, but 
most flowering varieties grow best in 
full sun, usually requiring a minimum 
of seven hours for good flower produc- 
tion. So, choose a site that receives full 
sun for the widest selection and most 
colorful kinds of annuals. 

Plants recommended for shaded 
areas perform best in a partially or 
lightly-shaded area. In deep shade or 
locations that do not receive any direct 
sun, even shade-tolerant plants may 
experience stress and fail to flower. 


Selecting bedding plants 
Busy homeowners may find it easier 


method that’s best for your tree, What- 
ever method you use, most experts rec- 
ommend a tree remained staked for 
two years in order to ensure it is fully 
anchored. 


Protecting against insects and 
bark splitting 

Insects, rodents and damage from 
bark splitting are three more common 
causes of young tree death. Simply 
wrapping long strips of burlap around 
the base of the tree will provide a pro- 
tective barrier. Another option is 
TreeWrap, by Easy Gardener. Unlike 
most wraps that break down and must 
be replaced every few months, 
TreeWrap is weather-resistant and 
lasts at least two years, which is the 
recommended length of time a tree

to buy and transplant bedding plants 
rather than start annuals from seed. 
Look for bedding plants with deep 
green leaves and compact growth. 
Quality bedding plants are short and 
have thick stems, with side branches 
close to the base, rather than tall and 
“leggy.” 

Although annuals with blossoms 
seem more attractive, select bedding 
plants whose buds have not yet opened. 
Annuals come into bloom more quick- 
ly if planted in the bud stage. Finally, 
avoid buying plants that show signs of 
bugs or disease. 

Transplant bedding plants when 
conditions are cool, such as on cloudy 
days or in late afternoon. After trans- 
planting, do not let the soil dry out. 
Water the soil around the root area 
every day and twice a day in warm 
weather until the plants are estab- 
lished, which usually takes about 10 
days. Most gardeners transplant bed- 
ding plants just after the last frost in 
their area. If put out earlier, protect 
tender plants against the threat of frost 
with a layer of burlap or newspaper.

Prevent trashing the neighborhood 


To some people, having to “guard” 
your garbage might seem a ridiculous 
and laughable activity. But for anyone 
who’s ever had to clean up the yard 
after neighborhood animals turned 
their trash into a self-serve buffet, 
being more cautious with trash 
disposal isn’t such a bad idea. 

Unprotected and improperly stored 
refuse is a magnet for hungry and 
messy animals. Dogs, cats, raccoons, 
deer — just about any four-legged scav- 
enger with a sense of smell — can follow 
garbage odors back to their source and 
they won’t think twice about turning 
open and available trash into their 
evening meal. Worse, they won't clean 
up when they’re finished. To avoid this 
scenario, try practicing a few helpful 
trash tips suggested by the experts at 
Burlington Scientific. 

1. Animals can’t disturb what they 


can’t find, so whenever possible, put 
trash curbside the morning of collec- 
tion day, rather than the night before. 
This drastically reduces the time trash 
is unattended and animals are less like- 
ly to forage in the morning. 

9, Investing in a new set of metal or 
plastic garbage containers with tight- 
fitting lids is an easy way to avoid 
trash mishaps. To ensure that lids stay 
locked against even the strongest paws, 
secure them with short bungee cords 
hooked on the pail handles and pulled 
secure across the top. 

3. Coating trash, trash bags and cans 
with a liquid repellent such as Ro-Pel

y And there’s good reason for that. 

The fruit on your tree — be it an 

apple, cherry, fig, citrus. plum, peach, 

prune or pear tree — looks incredibly 
juicy and ripe for the picking. 

But how do you know for sure when 
to pick fruit from the tree? According 
to the experts at Easy Gardener, manu- 
facturers of BirdBlock, a protective 
mesh covering designed to protect 
your impending harvest from foraging 
birds, there are several simple how-to 
rules when it comes to harvesting cer- 
tain fruits. 


Picking pears 

Pears should be plucked from the 
tree as soon as they are full-size, but 
not quite ripe. Be on the lookout for the 
skin to turn light green, from dark 
green, then pull gently from the tree. 
When removing pears or most fruits 
from a tree, gently lift it upwards, 
simultaneously spinning it clockwise 
and pulling towards you. Ripe fruit, 
and not-quite ripe pears, should come 
off easily with no harm done either to 
the tree or piece of fruit. Let the 
plucked pears sit in a cool, dry place 
until ripe. 


Apples and other fruits 

Apples, plums, nectarines and apri- 
cots, as well as sweet cherries, should 
be grown on the tree until they are ful- 
ly ripe. Once ripe and washed clean, 
they are ready to eat or to be trans- 
formed into pies, jellies and fruit sal- 
ads. Simply taste one first. If the fruit 
is full in size and sweet in taste, then 
others like it in size are ready to be 
removed, too. Remember to use the lift- 
spin-pull method to safely remove the 
fruit from the tree. 
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For sweetness, it’s hard to beat fresh fruit picked at the peak of 
ripeness. Protect trees and budding fruit from hungry birds with 


mesh netting, such as BirdBlock. 


Sour cherries should be harvested 
in a slightly different manner than 
their sweet counterparts. When ripe, 
the pit and stem should remain on the 
tree as the sour cherry itself is 
removed. Not only does this result in a 
pit-less cherry, but it encourages 
future fruit growth and, often, another 
same-season harvest. 


Five harvesting hints 
1. The fruit on large trees tends to 


ripen from the outside in, meaning that: 


fruit in the middle section of the tree 
will need to be picked during a second 
or third harvesting. 

2. Many fruit trees come in dwarf 
varieties while other tree varieties 
grow best in certain regions of the 


country. Some trees, such as the pear 
tree, require little care, while others, 
such as the apple tree, can be quite tol- 
erant of the cold winter weather. When 
considering the purchase of a fruit 
tree, first consult your local nursery. 

3. Protect your fruit with a mesh 
covering such as BirdBlock from Easy 
Gardener. The durable and reusable 
product, which serves as a physical 
barrier between birds and your fruit 
(without causing birds any harm), is 
available at garden centers, hardware 
stores and lawn and garden centers 
nationwide. 

4. Place freshly picked fruit careful- 
ly into a crate or a bucket. Treating 
fruit roughly, by dropping them or pil- 
ing the fruit too high and crushing 
those at the bottom, will only cause 
bruises. Once full, keep the crate or 
buckets away from the sun’s damaging 
rays, which can cause fruit to spoil pre- 
maturely. 

5. Sometimes wind, rain or an early 
frost will cause fruit to fall from the 
tree before it’s ripe. The first tendency 
is to throw these pieces of fruit out or 
to leave them for animals to eat. They 
can be salvaged by simply storing thém 
in a cool place under sheets of newspa- 
per or wrapping them in a sealed paper 
bag until ripe. 

There’s nothing quite like fresh 
fruit, especially when it comes straight 
from your own tree in your own yard. 
So, remember to keep your tree 
watered, well-pruned and to harvest it 
wisely. The result will be a most fruit- 
ful harvest this season.
